For the fourth year in a 
row, Estill County’s Lady 
Engineers are heading to the 
state softball tournament, 
as they have for nine of the 
past eleven years. 

Coach Shirley Beard has 
played a big part in the 
softball teams long winning 
tradition for 31 years. 

How does she keep 
coming up with winning 
teams? 

“I have a lot of talent [on 
the team],” said Shirley, 
“and we are close enough 
to Lexington to play harder 
teams, not just the ones in 
our region. 

At first appearance, the 
team’s record might not 
look too impressive. It was 
11-12 at one point, and 
Shirley questioned whether 
she had made the schedule 
too difficult. 

But after checking the 
stats, she noted that eight of 
those losses were by only a 
run or two. 


She asked “the girls” if 
they thought she should 
have made an easier 
schedule. 

Their reply? 

“No, don’t dummy down 
the schedule.” 

Beard says she stresses 
getting to state tournament 
more than she does having 
a winning season, admitting 
that luck can also play a 
factor in getting there. 

For the past 16 years, 
she’s been encouraging and 
motivating girls as their 
head coach. 

“I love them, and they 
love me,” she said, “but I’m 
not hard on them. They just 
don’t want to disappoint 
me.” 

At the same time, Shirley 
requires dedication from 
her players. Once the 
season begins, the girls 
practice nearly every day, 
with some Sundays off. 

“We definitely keep them 
busy,” she said. 

Current seniors have been 
to the state tournament all 


four years, so they aren’t 
intimidated about being 
there. 

And they are tough. 

During the regional 
tournament in Hazard 
Shirley’s shortstop, senior 
Mackenzie Angel, had a 
stomach virus, but she took 
some medicine and played 
anyway. 

Recently, the team went 
to Lancaster for a workshop 
to “tweak their swinging.” It 
must have paid off, because 
for the past few games, the 
‘Neers have jumped out to 
an early lead, accumulating 
five or six runs in the first 
inning. 

Shirley’s softball coaching 
career began in the second 
year of the high school’s 
softball program. She 
started as the assistant 
coach under James Lonnie 
Thomas in 1984, back when 
high schools were still 
playing slow pitch. 

Thirty years ago, Thomas 
and Shirley Beard took

This is 
his first year with the softball team, but he 
coached the high school baseball team for 
21 years. 

On Thursday night, June 4, the team 
plays East Jessamine at 7 p.m. If they win, 
they play again at 9 a.m. on Friday; if they 
lose, they will play at 10 a.m. on Friday. 
The team must lose twice to be out of the 
tournament.

SNAP, crackle, pop

The Jackson Walmart opened in 1985. 

At the time, my job required me to spend 
two or three days a week in the Breathitt 
County seat, so I was a frequent shopper at 
the new store. I typically went in to browse 
the newly-released records (yes, vinyl 
was still the way most people purchased 
music back then) and check out the fishing 
tackle. 

After taking another job a couple 
of years later, I didn’t have many 
opportunities to shop there. That changed 
11 years ago, when I returned to Jackson 
for work and began making regular trips to 
the store for household supplies, toiletries, 
pet food and other of life’s necessities. 

It wasn’t long before I began noticing 
some peculiar purchasing habits. People 
would load up their shopping carts 
with cases and 12-packs of soft drinks. 
They were buying more pop than even 
the thirstiest family could consume 
in a month, so I thought maybe they 
were stocking up the concession stand 
for a youth sports league, community 
organization fundraising effort or public 
event. 

Then, I observed a few other interesting 
things about this phenomenon. It always 
seemed to occur shortly after the first 
of the month, and the purchasers were 
buying all this pop with their SNAP 
cards, commonly known as food stamps. 
(I’m old enough to remember when they 
were officially called food coupons). 

Also, I started noticing that most of the 
purchasers had the tell-tale signs of being 
drug users, particularly of prescription 
painkillers. 

Eventually, I learned what was going on. 
These people were using their government 
SNAP benefits to buy large amounts of 
pop, and then reselling it for cash which 
they use to buy drugs. 

These fraudsters originally sold their 
ill-gotten soda to small “mom-and-pop” 
stores, because the proprietors of those 
businesses could buy it from the SNAPpers 
cheaper than they could the beverage 
distributors. Lately, though, they’ve 
bypassed the middleman and have started 
selling directly to consumers. I witnessed 
just such a transaction in the Jackson 
Walmart parking lot a couple of years ago. 
Two women were loading up the trunk 
of their car with 12-packs of pop when a 
man approached them. Money changed 
hands, and the man walked away with two 
12-packs. 

This practice causes feelings to run 
high in the areas where it’s rampant. 

A Lexington television station has 
dubbed this “the pop train” and did an 
investigative story last year. Reactions 
were varied. Some complained that people 
should do whatever they want with their 
SNAP benefits, and others have no right to 
complain. Many are outraged that their tax 
dollars are going to support illegal drug 
abuse. 

What can be done? It will literally take 
an Act of Congress to make any changes to 
the SNAP program. It’s a federally funded 
program, administered by the states for the 
federal Department of Agriculture. States 
cannot exclude certain items from being 
purchased. Minnesota tried years ago but 
that effort was shot down by the feds. 

Should the feds try to remove pop from

the list of eligible items, we can expect a 
cry of outrage from the left. “Poor people 
don’t get to enjoy many things in life. 

How dare we further oppress them by not 
letting them buy soft drinks?” 

Some claim that people are doing this 
not to fund their drug habits, but to raise 
funds for other household expenses. It’s 
plausible, but not very likely, as there are 
assistance programs for everything from 
landline and wireless telephone service to 
electricity. Besides, when the perpetrators 
have the unmistakable signs of drug 
abusers, that explanation becomes less 
likely. 

The best solution is to institute some 
kind of quota system. Since the SNAP 
cards are part of an EBT system, it should 
be easy to track the amount of pop that’s 
bought with one card and to disallow 
purchases beyond a reasonable amount for 
personal household consumption. Once 
upon a time, at the first of each month, 
the Jackson Walmart used to post a store 
limit on the amount of pop that could be 
purchased, but they’ve abandoned that 
practice. 

The resale of items bought with food 
stamps is considered to be fraud, and at 
least one law enforcement agency is doing 
something about it. The Hazard Police 
Department is using a grant to fund an 
investigation. They’ve secured several 
indictments and it will be interesting 
to watch those cases go through the 
court system. Meanwhile, according to 
a Courier-Journal story last week, the 
federal government has notified the 
state that rampant food stamp fraud in 
Kentucky threatens the state’s funding to 
administer the program. 

I’ve always been infuriated at this 
fraudulent practice. My budget is already 
stretched thin, and given the amount of 
my paycheck that the government gets 
in taxes, I want those dollars to be spent 
as prudently and wisely as possible. Plus, 
I’ve always been an outspoken opponent 
of drug abuse. So I’m doubly outraged to 
see my tax dollars stolen and then used to 
buy drugs. I hope something can be done 
to stop this wasteful, abusive and criminal 
practice.

My grandfather used to always give me words of 
wisdom. One of his favorite phrases was, “You get what 
you pay for.”

With the advancements has also come more 
choices and opportunities for patients to have more input 
on their care.. .and in today’s world of healthcare, “getting 
what you pay for” often does apply.

A major difference between the 
types of tests that are available to patients is the resolution 
of the image. A higher resolution image, at a quicker 
speed, gives more accurate results.

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An Encouraging 
Word: Something 
more Significant

A little red jar, just a fraction over four inches tall, sits on 
the back corner of a filing cabinet beside my desk. It has 
been there since October 1972 when, during a trip to Israel, 
I purchased it. Made of clay, that little jar is exceedingly 
fragile; it could be broken easily. So, for forty-two years, I 
have made an effort to protect it. 

With a little roll of paper in it, that little jar is a replica 
of one of the jars that Bedouin shepherds found in a cave 
at Qumran just west of the northern end of the Dead Sea 
during the winter of 1946-1947 that contained the now 
famous Dead Sea Scrolls. Those old clay jars may not be 
worth a whole lot, but the discovery of the scrolls within 
them turned out to be one of the more important archae¬ 
ological discoveries of recent years. The impact of that 
discovery was tremendous; therefore John C. Trever said 
that it created “a new era of Biblical studies in the Western 
world.” 

Every time I look at that little jar beside my desk, I not 
only think of that important discovery in those caves at 
Qumran, but also I think about words that were written by 
one who lived a few years after those scrolls were hidden 
in those jars in that cave: “But we have this treasure in 
jars of clay.” To me, those words are poignant reminders of 
the fragility of the human body and something more sig¬ 
nificance that that fragile body contains. Blaise Pascal, a 
French scholar and mathematician of the seventeenth cen¬ 
tury, said that the body can be killed by “a drop of water 
or a breath of air,” and William Barclay, a Scottish schol¬ 
ar, said, “The real characteristic of man is not his power 
but his weakness.” But that vessel, fragile as it is, contains 
something more significant. It is the temple in which an 
indestructible and immortal soul striving to be the “unique 
you” resides. 

Association of Mature 
Americans: Facts of Life 

Designated driver 

Driving can be an onerous task for many seniors, 
particularly among the eldest of the elderly, according 
to the Association of Mature American Citizens. But, 
the Internet company, Google, may be on the verge of 
producing a solution for those too old to drive-a car that 
drives itself. 

You may have heard of Google’s test fleet of driverless 
automobiles. But, did you know that they are getting closer 
to perfecting this 21 st Century mode of transportation and 
that seniors may benefit most from the invention? 

In fact, says Chris Urmson, Director, Google Self- 
Driving Car Project, “the fleet has logged nearly a million 
autonomous miles on the roads since we started the project, 
and recently has been self-driving about 10,000 miles a 
week. It won’t be long before they establish “small pilot 
programs with our prototypes to learn what people would 
like to do with vehicles like this.” 

With 10,000 seniors turning 65 each and every day in the 
U.S., it’s likely that many of them will want to look into 
the idea of having an “invisible” chauffeur at their disposal 
to help them get around. 

Aging promotes trust 

With all those restrictions that come with growing old, 
it’s hard to believe that aging can be an experience that 
sets you free, says the Association of Mature American 
Citizens. Some think the older folks among us are more 
poised and self-assured because they say what they think, 
dare to be grumpy when they feel like it and cranky when 
the situation calls for it. Those traits can be a liberating 
experience. 

But, no, according to new research. Studies by the 
University of Buffalo and Northwestern University 
suggest that it’s because we become more trusting, in a 
good way, as we age. The researchers “found a positive 
association between trust and well-being,” says UB 
associate psychology professor Michael Poulin. 

Poulin says that when we get older we tend to be more 
selective about friendships. In other words, we tend to 
hang around more with a select group of people in whom 
we have more confidence, with individuals we feel are 
trustworthy. And, that can give us a feeling of comfort and 
happiness, as long as we remain wary enough to avoid the 
scammers who prey on seniors.

What started out as a community service 
project has lit a fire within a group of Estill 
County High School students. 

At the beginning of the school year, the 
Spanish Community Club (SCC) decided 
they wanted to help animals. This sparked 
the idea for a “furry friend fashion show.” 

The show was to help raise money 
to spay, neuter, and vaccinate animals 
adopted from the Mountain View 
Veterinary Clinic in Ravenna. 

Once adopted from the Estill County 
Animal Shelter, pet owners can fill out a 
voucher from the SCC and the cost of the 
pets’ first and third set of vaccinations are 
paid for, as well as their spay/neuter. 


The “Furry Friend Fashion Show” was 
held on May 23 at the high school in the 
auditorium. Club advisor Sherry Murphy, 
who also teaches Spanish and psychology, 
said there was a lot of prep work. 

“We had to lay down plastic over the 
carpet,” Murphy said. “This was to keep 
pet dander out of the carpets for students 
who have allergies.” 

Murphy also said that all decorations at 
the event were made by her club. 

Planning for the event started in 
September, and since then the SCC has put 
in over 200 hours of community service. 

For a $5 entry fee, community pet- 
owners could enter their own pets in the 
show that also featured adoptable pets. 

The event had three categories: dog, cat, 
and variety. There were also many awards, 


including: best in show, Mrs. Murphy’s 
pick, most obedient, best trick, ugliest 
pet, most photogenic, best pet owner look 
alike, waggiest tail, best dressed, most 
adoptable shelter animal, fattest cat, most 
beautiful eyes, coolest snake, fattest pig, 
softest pet, and most talkative bird. 

Winners from the event got trophies, 
medals, ribbons, or certificates, as well as a 
basket of pet supplies. 

Eleven cats and 1 puppy were adopted 
that day. 

Murphy said that choosing the animal 
shelter was an easy choice of project to 
make, because the SCC wants to help 
increase adoptions. 

“The county received a grant at the 
beginning of the year to help with these 
fees, but the grant was running out,” 


Murphy said. “We wanted to work for the 
shelter because they do everything they 
can to help pets get rescued and adopted.” 

This year, the SCC has raised $4000 to 
aid the clinic and shelter. 

These funds will cover spay, neuter, 
and vaccination fees and will even 
fund a fenced-in play ground with play 
equipment for the dogs at the shelter. 

Murphy especially wanted to thank 
Tommy Mullen, shelter director, for 
working with the SCC even in his off 
hours. 

The club plans to hold another fashion 
show, and, with approval of the Mayor, 
would like to link it with Ravenna’s 
Railroad Festival in September. 


Ticks in Kentucky: Some varieties are common-and dangerous

Tone star ticks are very 
active this spring. All stages of 
this species feed on humans, 
pets, livestock, and wildlife. 
Adults and nymphs are active 
now. Differences in size and 
appearance can be confusing, 
but the irritation and itching 
from their bites makes a lasting 


impression. 

Nymphs, an immature stage, 
are about 1/16 inch long. The 
adults are about 1/8 inch long. 
Males have a red-brown back; 
females have a single white spot 
(the lone star) on their backs. 
Nymphs and adults can be found 
from March through early July. 
The tiny 6-legged stage, also 
called seed tick or turkey mite, is 
abundant during July and August. 

Tick numbers tend to be high 
in around clearings and along 
so be especially careful in these 
areas. Here are some tips to 
protect you from ticks: 1) wear 
light-colored clothing so ticks 
can be seen easily; 2) tuck pants 
into socks and shirt into pants 
keep ticks from reaching your 
skin; 3) avoid or minimize time 
in tick habitats; 4) use personal 
protection - repellents (DEET 
or picaridin) or permethrin- 


based (Permanone) clothing 
spray; 5) inspect your clothing 
and body regularly and remove 
ticks, especially at the end of the 
day. Ticks wander on the body 
for some time before settling to 
feed. Often, they can be found 
before they become attached; 6) 
take a warm soapy shower after 
potential tick exposure; and 7) 
wash clothing in hot water and 
detergent - store in sealed bag 
until it is washed. 

Barbed mouthparts and cement 
secreted as they feed cause ticks 
to be anchored firmly to the 
skin. Use fine-tipped tweezers 
to grasp the tick as close to the 
skin surface as possible. Then, 
pull upward with steady, even 
pressure. The longer the tick 
has been in place, the harder 
it is to remove. Twisting or 
“unscrewing” the tick may cause 
the mouthparts to break off 


and remain in the skin. After 
removing the tick, thoroughly 
disinfect the bite site and wash 
your hands with soap and water. 

Lone star ticks prefer 
overgrown areas, such as woodlot 
margins or trail edges, where 
cover protects them from direct 
sunlight and hot, dry air. Making 
areas unsuitable for ticks is a 
sustainable means of managing 
them. Keep lawns where ticks 
have been a problem mowed (3” 
or less). This will lower humidity 
and raise soil temperatures 
making conditions unfavorable. 

It also discourages cover for 
mice and other small animals 
that can be hosts for ticks. This 
is a long term approach but can 
reduce tick numbers by about 75 
percent. 

Insecticides provide a 
short-term means of reducing 
tick numbers until habitat 


modifications can be made; 
they are not the answer to long 
term control. Sprays should 
be applied to shady areas or 
borders along woods, especially 
where small animals could live. 

In general, there is no need to 
spray open sunny, mowed areas 
of turf. Follow the label direction 
for mixing and applying any 
insecticide.

Plan ahead to preserve the bounty of the season

Gardening season is officially 
underway! Nothing tastes better 
than locally grown produce 
picked fresh from the garden. 

My mom and dad have sugar 
snap peas ready to pick, as well as 
lettuce, strawberries, and green 
onions, and my goodness; they 
taste delicious. 

For those who preserve food, 


now is a great time to gear up 
for the season if you haven’t 
already. Start by inventorying 
supplies and getting a head start 
on purchasing needed jars and 
lids and other necessities. Now 
is also a great time to make sure 
equipment is working properly 
and ready to use. Nothing is 
more frustrating than having 
produce ready to process and 
the canner not work. If you have 
a dial gauge pressure canner, 
remember that you can bring it 
by the extension office to have it 
inspected and the gauge tested for 
accuracy anytime between 8 a.m. 
and 4:30 p.m., Monday through 
Friday for free! 

Pressure canners made after 
1997 have been redesigned to 
increase accuracy and are safer 
to use. If you have an older 
canner, you may want to look 
into purchasing a new model, 
especially if you preserve a large 
quantity of vegetables or meats. 

Here are a few tips to 
remember when prepping for 
canning season: 


Canning jars: The most 
common size jars used in home 
food preservation are pints and 
quarts. Once canning season is 
in full swing, they can be difficult 
to find. Now is a great time to 
stock up on needed jars, lids and 
bands. Avoid using jars that have 
been used repeatedly as they 
weaken after each use. Visually 
inspect each jar for cracks or 
nicks paying close attention to 
the rim. Use jars designed for 
home food preservation. Avoid 
using commercial glass jars in 
which you purchased food, such 
as spaghetti or pickles. The lid 
surface may be narrower and the 
glass may crack or break more 
easily. These factors could result 
in jar breakage during processing 
or the lid becoming unsealed 
afterwards. 

Lids and bands: The only 
lids recommended by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture are 
two-piece sets. Canning lids 
are designed for one-time use 
and should not be reused for 
future home canning. Doing 


so significantly increases 
the risk of food spoilage and 
bacterial contamination. Newly 
manufactured lids contain a 
reformulated compound that no 
longer needs to be heated prior 
to use. This is hard for me to get 
used to -1 have a habit of boiling 
the lids to make sure they seal, 
but the new lids don’t require that 
anymore. Bands can be reused 
but tend to rust if not stored 
properly. To prevent rusting, 
bands should be removed from 
canned products 24 hours after 
processing and prior to food 
storage. Simply wash, rinse and 
thoroughly dry the bands and 
store in a dry environment until 
ready for use. Bands do not need 
to stay on the product during 
storage. 

Spices, herbs and additives: 
Watch for sales on spices, vinegar 
or additives designed for home 
canning. Check expiration dates 
on pectin and other products left 
over from last year’s canning. If in 
doubt, throw it out and replace. 
All vinegars should contain at 


least 5 percent acidity to be safe 
for home canning. Salt should not 
contain iodine, which can make 
liquids appear cloudy in home 
canned goods. Now is a great 
time to plant herbs to preserve or 
use in preservation recipes later 
in the season. 

Home food preservation has 
evolved over the years, and 
there are many new recipes and 
gadgets on the market to make 
canning safer and easier. Keep 
an eye out for upcoming canning 
classes here at the Extension 
Office and until then if you have 
any questions or want more 
information about canning, 
contact me at the Estill County 
Extension Office at 723-4557.
